It was cold Saturday- very cold. 

At 6:00 in the morning I could hardly see out my 
window because of the frost. The wind was shak- 
ing the old oaks, but little ice -covered snow blew 
off the branches. 

The carpeting even seemed cold on my feet. I 
put on two pairs of socks. I found boots, gloves 
and earmuffs before leaving the house. 

A mass of icicles broke when I opened my car 
door. I started the sluggish engine so I could turn 
on the defroster. Frost covered both sides of the 
windows. My fingers numbed after several minutes 
of scraping, and they did not warm up quickly in 
the car, either. 

There were few cars on the road at 7:00 a.m., but 
there were many in the Sears’ parking lot. The door 
to the store’s hardware section was lighted. When I 
walked in, a warm draft of air hit me. 

I went straight to the cash register between girls’ 
and womens’ clothing. I dropped my coat on the 
floor next to 20 others. I was handed nine sheets of 
paper with nine names. I found my partner, Jenna 
Huss, and we started matching clothes to nine sets 
of sizes. 

I saw more coats, pants, and tops in those two 
hours than I can remember. At First Jenna and I had 
to search for warm clothes at a reasonable price. 
The more we found, the easier the shopping got. 


For each person we started with a coat and the 
three -step check — warmth, hood, and price. 
The last step stopped us many times. But we 
wouldn’t settle on a coat unless it was thick 
with warm insides. 

After shopping for six little men, Jenna and I 
became near experts on finding pant sizes. Then 
we tried to picture them in their new jeans and 
corduroys. It seemed we were more excited than 
they would be. 

The more Jenna and I shopped, the more 
emotional we got. We were upset if we over- 
extended our budget, but we were ecstatic if we 
had enough money to buy a hat and mittens. 

All the shoppers returned to the high school. 
The clothes arrived shortly in big boxes. Then 
the sorting -and -shouting match began. 

Most of the time a person standing near-by 
shouted one of our nine names printed on the 
tag four of five times before we realized the 
clothes item belonged to us. Occasionally Jenna 
and I forgot we had bought it. 

Soon the sets of clothes were with us again 
and placed into plastic bags. A Christmas card 
signed "From Moline High School” and a can- 
dy cane were tied to the bag with a bit of red 
yarn. 

When Jenna and I found the first house, we 
grabbed the one set of bags and locked the car 
doors. We followed the sidewalk through a yard 


littered with rusty, snow -covered toys. A small, 
spotted mutt shivered on the doorstep. He 
barked and wagged his tail when we knocked. 
No one answered. 

We returned to the car and found the second 
house. I opened a screen door wrapped with 
torn plastic and knocked on a larger, wooden 
door. We waited, moving constantly to keep 
warm. 

I knocked again and then looked through a 
hole in the door. I saw a long, bleak hallway 
with a narrow staircase. We decided the family 
lived in an upstairs apartment. 

Jenna and I went to the car to get the Christ- 
mas bags. As we were taking them out, a boy 
came to the door and offered to help. We gave 
him the clothes and wished him a Merry Christ- 
mas. He thanked us and slowly closed the door. 

Jenna and I returned to the first house. The 
mutt was still on the step, shivering and barking. 
Jenna knocked several times before two small 
boys came to the door. One had only long 
underwear on. They were both shaking. 

We told them we were from Moline High 
School and gave them their bags. We wished 
them a Merry Christmas, and they whispered a 
thank you. The mutt slipped inside as they 
disappeared behind the door. The wind blew 
sharply, but I wasn’t cold.

Health class is more than just a 
graduation requirement.

Because the sub- 
ject is life itself, the topic is never 
obsolete, but, ever changing. 

Being a graduation prerequisite, 
health is structured to a low difficulty 
level. Students may feel that the class 
is too easy, worthless, or a waste of 
time, but, given the proper attention 
and effort, it can become a valuable 
tool for life. Some students may feel 
that a more academic course would be 
more in order but perhaps the past 
exchange of gym for health would be 
a worthwhile alternative.

Upon being 
asked if there were any highlights in his 
career he replied, "Every year’s a 
highlight.” Teaching "has ups and downs 
like everything else, but you have to take 
the good with the bad." 

Dilulio had mixed emotions about 
retiring. He called it a tremendous 
decision. In the end, though, he decided 
that it would be for the best to get some 
new blood into the MHS music program. 
He wanted to "open up the job for new 
ideas.” He’s also hoping that a younger 
person will take the position - someone 
who will "take the ball and run with it" 
but basically he thought it was time to 
move on. He has many plans for his 
retirement. A career change is possible, 
and he may travel. As he put it, "Xhere’s 
a lot of country that needs to be seen." 

He says that visiting his sons and 
daughter alone will keep him hopping 
from coast to coast. 

As for advice to future students, 

Dilulio said that we must use our full 
potential because everyone has the ability 
to do great things in any field. Students 
simply have to work to realize that 
potential. They must have discipline, they 
must study, and if they’re in music, they 
must take lessons. All of this added effort 
will pay off enormously. 
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hen we think of the word "special,” a positive thought 
comes to mind. But add the term "education" after, and 
the thought becomes sour. These thoughts are mislead - 

ing. 

Allison Ryser, special education teacher, breifly described a 
normal day. "I usually start out with questions from students before 
school.” She teaches English and social studies during the day. 
Later, she goes to other classes, such as accounting and geometry, 
with the students. She explains what the teacher is saying and 
interprets to the teacher any questions the students might have. In 
addition to teaching classes, Ryser counsels with parents. The 
Individual Education Plan, I.E.P., is a program where the special -ed 
teacher sits down with parent and student and plans a schedule for 
success, 

Ryser is just the person to plan for success, for she has been 
successful. She teaches sign, a way of communication with the 
deaf. She has also taught third and fourth graders sign. 

Her involvement has spread to her students. The special -ed 
students helped the juniors build their Homecoming float. "They 
interacted with the juniors well,” They were also involved in the 
Special Olympics, where they competed in skiing. This spring they 
competed in volleyball. 

"The public relations in school make people aware what deaf- 
ness is and that they’re ( special -ed students) are just as smart and 
put forth as much effort,” commented Ryser. 

But with all these credits to her work, Ryser still has the wish 
that her department be treated equally. "I think the department 
should be thought of as a part of the school - not separate." 

Even with the word "education" after the word "special," it has 
been clearly proven that the special -ed department is truly special.

EUg his year many new faces have ap- 
| peared around the boys gym. These 
are the faces of Moline’s new phys- 
ical education teachers: Cal Hubbard, Todd 
Rosenthal and Chuck Schrader. 

Schrader began teaching at the high school 
level in 1964, after graduating from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois with a masters degree in educa- 
tion. His first teaching assignment was at Hins- 
dale High School. He taught physical education 
and health for four years at Hinsdale Central 
and the same courses at Hinsdale South for six 
years. 

The next four years were spent teaching at 
Ottawa High School. His latest stop was at 
DeKalb High School. He has been the head 
football coach at all four schools, but he has 
also excelled in coaching other sports - 21 years 
of basketball and track and four years of in- 
structing wrestling and golf. Along with being 
the head football coach at DeKalb, he headed 
their girls track team. 

Schrader is married. He has three children, 
two of whom have graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois and one who is a freshman at 
Valparaiso University in Indiana. In his spare 


time, Schrader likes to get outside. His summers 
are spent in upper Wisconsin and Canada, where 
he enjoys fishing and canoeing with his family. 

Hubbard was fresh out of college when he 
began teaching in 1972. After graduating from 
Illinois State University with a B.S. in physical 
education, he started teaching social science 
and physical education at Raymond Lincoln - 
wood High School. He also served as the head 
varsity baseball coach and the assistant basket- 
ball coach. 

In 1974, Hubbard moved to a new school, 
Westmont High. There he taught social science 
and physical education along with an experi- 
mental course; Life Experience Studies. This 
was an expanded home room period in which 
the teacher was assigned a family of students for 
the four years that the student attended high 
school. His coaching positions at Westmont 
included head varsity golf coach, head varsity 
basketball coach and head varsity baseball 
coach. 

After four years at Westmont, Hubbard was 
hired by Rock Falls High School to be their 
athletic director and head varsity basketball 
coach, and to teach social science. He received 


his masters degree from Illinois State before 
going to Rock Falls. 

In the off season, Hubbard has served as the 
camp director for Hubbard’s Running Rockets 
Basketball Camp, coached at John Wooden 
Basketball Camp in Thousand Oaks, California 
and as a golf instructor in the Westmont Park 
District. He is married and has three sons. 

This is Rosenthal’s first head coaching job at 
the high school level, but he has had a consider- 
able amount of experience in his field of wres- 
tling. The name Rosenthal might be familiar 
because of the 1984 Summer Olympics. 

At the Olympics, he was the alternate in his 
weight division for Greco -Roman wrestling. 
His job before the Olympics was to get the top 
man in condition. Although they didn’t practice 
in L.A., Rosenthal benefited from the games. 
He was allowed to travel overseas, but that 
limited his intake of money. 

Rosenthal graduated from Illinois State Uni- 
versity in 1982. He is married and he and his 
wife are expecting their first child this year. In 
his spare time, Rosenthal tinkers with cameras 
and takes photographs.

story of success has a constantly 
changing cast of characters. Seniors 
graduate and new freshmen enter. 
This past year was no different. Even the ad- 
ministration changed. 

Kenneth Schwab came from St. Louis, Mis- 
souri to assume the role of MHS principal. 
During this past year Schwab has had a signifi- 
cant impact on MHS. He not only planned 
many new changes for the school but also 
worked to develop a "goal structure” for the 
students, faculty and administration. 

When Schwab came to MHS, his first prior- 
ity was to acquaint himself with the school. "I 
wanted to get to know the people, how things 
have been done here in the past and what 
changes have occured.” Schwab tackled this job 
by visiting with faculty, students, parents 
groups, and community leaders. He made an 
effort to visit classes during the school day and 
to hold "mini -faculty meetings” to discuss 
teachers’ problems. 

Schwab considers the formation of a "goal 


structure” to be the biggest change he has been 
attempting at MHS. This effort helped to as- 
semble a "purpose and direction for the school” 
and to "prioritize and focus our attention on our 
needs. A goal structure would certainly consist 
of our values and philosophies of education.” 

Schwab further noted that an added benefit 
of setting goals would be its help in pointing 
out weaknesses in the school. "It also would 
establish objectives for us to overcome,” 
Schwab noted. 

The principal hoped to standardize curricula 
in order to insure that at least minimum goals 
are reached in the teaching of each subject. 
Teachers and administrators will collaborate on 
standardized guides for each curriculum, but 
teaching methods, Schwab pointed out, will not 
be restricted. Advanced placement courses will 
also be offered in the 1986-1987 school year in 
English, mathematics, science, and social stud- 
ies. These rigorous, college -level courses would 
provide further academic challenges for MHS 
students. 



Schwab hoped to implement the computer- 
ization of several laborious facets of school 
administration, including registration, self- 
scheduling, grade reports, and attendance re- 
cords. Students will still be able to choose 
teachers and classes but will be able to avoid the 
atmosphere of "confusion” that has character- 
ized self- scheduling in the past. 

Schwab, formerly a principal from the St. 
Louis area, describes himself as "very big on 
delegation.” He feels this use of other people 
allows him to get far more done. "A leader 
works best that way,” he stated. But he also 
realizes that he is "still responsible for all that is 
going on.” 

Schwab is proud of the traditions of MHS, "a 
community orientation toward the school and a 
lot of pride in the school . . . This is a first- 
class place in many ways; some of the people 
you’ll never match. We’ve got the raw materials, 
and I hope I can take a part in making this 
school a better place.”

David Clemens, the only son of wealthy parents, is overprotected by a dominat- 
ing mother and is tortured by his mania against being touched. Finally, he is put 
into Berkley School -a school for mentally disturbed adolescents. Once there he 
meets his fellow students who become a major part of his new life: Bernard, the 
street hoodlum; the over -romantic Kate; Overweight and insecure Sandra; the shy 
and friendless Simon; and Josette, a girl filled with unconcealed hostility. 

Uncommunicative at first, David refuses to accept the other students and ignores 
the help that Dr. Alan Swinford and his staff offers him. The first friendship he 
strikes up is with a small waif of a girl named Lisa. Parental love is unknown to her 
and she has developed a split personality. One will speak only in childish rhymes 
and insists upon being spoken to in the same manner, while the other calls herself 
Muriel and communicates using a pen and paper. 

With the passage of time, David slowly begins to trust Alan Swinford and reveals 
his fear of death to Alan. He has a distrust of people and feels a sense of security 
with clocks in comparison. However, in the midst of his progress, he is pulled out 
of school by his parents. Remaining at home only a short time, he returns to school 
on his own, unable to stand the atmosphere at home. Alan assures him that he will 
be able to stay and settles the matter so that David is able to do so. A new trust 
develops between David and Alan and David continues to grow emotionally. 

Lisa shows signs of improvement when she begins to piece together her two 
personalitites with the help of her teacher John. David’s friendship with Lisa spans a 
new dimension when she allows him to talk to her without the aid of rhyming. 
When Lisa runs away from school because of harsh words between David and 
herself, David blames himself and with the help of Alan, he sets off to find her. 
Rescuing her from the company of two unpleasant boys, he apologizes and to his 
amazement she speaks to him, for the first time, without rhymes and without 
writing a message. Encouraged by Lisa, David, with a courageous heart, takes Lisa’s 
hand in his own. Fighting his worst fears of physical touch, he holds her hand 
tightly and they return to school together.

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Rodger’s and Hammerstein's "The Sound of Music” was presented in November as 
the MHS musical production. The show held a special deja vu for the music 
department, for it was the first collaboration of directors Mr. Calvin Hedegaard, Mr. 
Donald Florence, and Mr. Merle Wegner when it first was performed on the MHS 
stage in 1967. 

The musical followed the plight of postulant Maria Rainer in her struggle to 
conform to the rigid conduct of the Austrian Nonnberg Abbey. The Mother Abbess 
sent Maria as a governess to the von Trapp household where Maria found herself not 
only in love with the children, but also with the Captain von Trapp. The Captain was 
engaged to the superficial Elsa Schraeder, but ended the relationship as both he and 
Maria realized that they belonged together. Maria left the Abbey, and the couple was 
married. However, the Nazis, who were invading Austria, demanded that the Captain 
serve in their Navy. Refusing to serve a government which he despised, the Captain 
and his family left everything behind, escaping through the mountains to Switzerland 
and freedom.

Among the many coaching changes at MHS this year was the replacement of eight year 
coach Paul Unruh with Chuck Schrader, from DeKalb, as the head varsity football coach. 
The process of learning an entirely new system combined with one of the toughest 
schedules in the state led to a somewhat disappointing record of 1-8. 

The first two games, against fifth- ranked Belleville East and second -ranked Downer’s 
Grove South, ended in the identical, dismal score of 33-0. 

In the next game, a Mark Dietz to Steve Swanson touchdown pass broke 10 quarters of 
scoreless football for the Maroons. 

On Sept. 20, 1985, on the misting Browning Field, Senior Henry Jones stopped the 
United Township fullback at the goal line to bring Moline a 14-13 victory over eighth - 
ranked archrival UT, the eventual conference co -champs. The ecstatic fans joined the team 
in celebration on the field. 

The Maroons had trouble in the second half against both Galesburg, 37-22, and Rock 
Island, 33-12. 

The usual Homecoming rain slowed the Moline passing attack as the Maroons gave 
Quincy their first conference win in four seasons with a 28-14 score. 

Both Alleman and Moline struggled to move the ball through a ton of mud, but the 
Pioneers won a tough one, 9-8. 

A highly contested inadvertent whistle call closed the season as the Maroons lost to 
Sterling 20-14. 

Seniors Henry Jones and Mike Massie, and Junior Nick Acri served the team for the 
season as tri- captains. 

Tim Sigler, senior, defensive and offensive back, was named Most Valuable Player as 
well as being named Defensive Player of the Week five times. 

Quarterback Mark Dietz, senior, ended the season with 77 pass completions for 915 
yards. He also scored seven touchdowns and was named Outstanding Offensive Back. 

Senior Steve Swanson received 24 of those passes for 346 yards. Jason Ortiz, senior, 
received 12 for 171 yards. 

Ortiz also led the Maroons in rushing with 236 yards on 68 carries. Jones was a close 
second with 335 yards on 58 carries. 

Massie, who was named Offensive Player of the Week four times, and Jim Jennings, 
senior, also named four times, were named Outstanding Offensive Linemen. Massie also 
received the M- Men’s Award for Scholarship and Leadership. 

Curt Lampe, senior, punted 40 times for 1097 yards and was named an Outstanding 
Special Teams Player. He was also named Defensive Player of the Week five times. 

Jones was named Outstanding Tackier after leading the team with 54 tackles and 28 
assists. Sigler had 50 tackles, 28 assists and 3 interceptions. Acri had 41 tackles, 25 assists 
and caused a fumble. Jon Sundberg, junior, made 32 tackles and 17 assists.

1985 was truly an eventful year all over the world. It was marked by 
both tragedy and victory. The following are just some of the World 
Events in 1985. 

President Reagan and Soviet Leader Mikhail Gorbachev met in Geneva 
on November 19, 1985, to discuss Soviet -American relations. 

The space program was struck by tragedy in January of 1986. The space 
shuttle Challenger exploded moments after it took off. All seven crew 
members were killed. The explosion was the first in-flight disaster in 56 
manned U.S. space missions. 

Ceremonies were held at various times during the year at the Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington to commemorate the tenth anniversary of the 
fall of the Saigon government in Vietnam. The Vietnam Memorial is 
inscribed with the names of more than 58,000 dead or missing soldiers 
from the Vietnam War. 

An entire city block was destroyed in Philadelphia. Police tried to evict 
members of the radical group MOVE from their fortified rowhouse by 
dropping a small bomb on the building. A fire was started by the device 
and about 60 houses were destroyed. 

Cincinatti Reds player - manager Pete Rose broke Ty Cobbs career hit 
record in September. The historic No. 4,192 hit was a single to left field 
on a 2-1 pitch from San Diego Padres right hander Eric Show with one 
out in the bottom of the first inning. 

A series of devastating earthquakes rumbled through Mexico City in 
September, and the death toll was in the thousands. Few in the metropoli- 
tan area of 18 million escaped the effects of 
the first quake, which registered 8.1 on the 
Richter scale; or the second quake, which 
measured 7.5. 

Four prominent actors died in late 1985: 

Orson Welles, 70, of a heart attack; Lloyd 
Nolan, 83, of lung cancer; Rock Hudson, 59, 
of AIDS; Yul Brynner, 65, of cancer. 

Four Palestinian terrorists hijacked the 
Italian cruise liner Achille Lauro while on a 
Mediterranean cruise. One American was 
killed. After the ship was released, the Egyp- 
tian government agreed to return the hi- 
jackers to the PLO. However, the hijackers 
were intercepted by American jets as they 
were flown out of Egypt and returned to 
Italy to stand trial. 

The Kansas City Royals won the World 
Series. Bret Saberhagen pitched a five -hitter 
to give the Royals the World Series crown 
over the Saint Louis Cardinals. Saberhagen, 
the winner of two series games, was named 
as the Most Valuable Player in the series. 

A Delta Airlines jetliner crashed near Dal- 
las in August, killing 137 people. Thirty -four 
people survived the crash, but five died of 
injuries later. The plane encountered a severe 
wind shear as it plunged to the ground. 
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(opposite page, above left) Riots were an almost daily 
occurence in South Africa as blacks protested Apartheid. 
In this photo, a white man runs from a jeering group of 
stone -throwing blacks in downtown Johannesburg. 
Widespread violence continued to breakout throughout 
the country.

would not be complete without the 
memories of the building changes 
which have occurred. The most 
memorable one is the change which 
happened at the beginning of the project. 

Anybody who entered MMHS can remember the 
stench which smelled like burning moth balls. But, of 
course, this smell was the melting tar. This, mixed 
with the ninety degree weather, made it unpleasant for 
both the students and the faculty. 

Besides the smell, other factors, such as the strange 
objects seen flying from the roof and the huge 
melting pot parked in front of the school, were a 
nuisance. This monstrous contraption made it difficult 
for parents picking up their students. Not only was it 
hard for the parents, but students trying to get out of 
the circle drive often got stuck in the heavy traffic.

Jostens Yearbook Publishing Division of Topeka, Kansas printed the 
2,200 copies of the 1986 M Fifty -three staff members put together the 
304 -page yearbook on Gloss 191 paper. The first signature was printed on 
Parchmatte. 

The cover was Craftlined Embossed on 456 Maroon. The design 
consisted of an Old English style block -form letter M y silkscreened and 
stamped with Gold Foil 380. The backbone lettering was applied with 
Rich Gold 327. Endsheet pages were Stock Light Beige 285. The book 
was Symth-sewn bound. 

Type style chosen was Garamond Style 17; picture captions were 8- 
point and body copy was 10-point. Headline Type Face Style 18i, Gara- 
mond Bold Italic, was used in 60 -point for Division Page headlines; 36- 
point for Main headlines; and 18 -point for Subheadlines. Block lettering 
styles used in the Contents and Division pages were provided by Formatt 
lettering. 

All underclass and senior portraits * were taken by Adolphi Studio, 
Moline, Illinois. Ron Chappel, Adolphi Studio photographer, completed 
the colorshots appearing in the first signature. The photography staff took 
most of the candids which were developed and printed by Adolphi 
Studio.
